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Pityriasis Rosea—The larger lesion is 
called the herald patch. When present, it is 
of considerable diagnostic importance. The 
pointed ends of the lesions are characteris- 
tic of pityriasis rosea and are seldom seen 
in other dermatoses. 
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of late untreated secondary syphilis and is a 
psoriasiform syphilid. A guttate psoriasis 
can look like this, but scales would not be 
as adherent as in lues. Psoriasis is not 
frequently seen in Negroes. A VDRL test 
plus search for mucosal lesions or a healed 
primary lesion are indicated. Insect bites 
are usually urticarial and would show cen- 
tral puncta.
